FEW CHANGES IN FACULTY 

. Phillips Academy began its 141st 
year this week. The usual enroll¬ 
ment was expected, since no addi¬ 
tional dormitories have been added 
to the school equipment for several 
years. The pressure from new 
applicants has been greater than 
ever before, and while for several 
years increasing numbers of desir¬ 
able candidates have been turned 
away for lack of accommodations, 
the number rejected this year has 
been far in excess of anything re¬ 
corded in the past. Indeed, the 
number of boys enrolled when the 
school closed in June was larger 
than the number so listed when the 
school opened in the fall of 1918. 
Since early summer formal notices 
have been sent out in response to 
catalogue requests and definite ap¬ 
plications for admission advising 
the applicants that no vacancies 
were then available and that only 
as unexpected vacancies occurrec 
could these later applications be 
considered. The number of boys 
refused admission runs into the 
hundreds. More than the usual 
number of students from foreign 
countries have joined the schoo' 
this year. 

"Several changes and readjust¬ 
ments on the faculty have taken 
place. Mr. Archibald Freeman, 
head of the History Department, 
has-retumed after a year of service 
with the Red Cross in the Balkans. 
Mr. B. M. Allen, for many years 
connected with the Latin Depart¬ 
ment, has accepted a position with 
the Roxbury Tutoring School at 
Cheshire, Conn. Mr. Stackpole, 
the school minister, who has served 
as chaplain of the 102nd Field 
Artillery in France, resumes his old 
position in the school. Mr. Carl F. 
Pfatteicher, who has so successfully 
handled the musical work, will 
pursue studies at Harvard Univer¬ 
sity this year. Mr. Pfatteicher, 
however, will continue to reside in 
Andover and will take charge of the 
school organ as formerly. 

Dr. Howard W. Church resumes 
his position as instructor in Ger¬ 
man after a year with the American 
Expeditionary Forces in France, 
where he served as an interpreter. 
Mr. Dumont Clarke, who had 
charge of the religious work of the 
school during Mr. Stackpole r s ab¬ 
sence in France, has returned to his 
former parish in Manchester, Vt. 
Mr. Arthur H. Washburn has regis¬ 
tered at Columbia University for 
postgraduate work, and Messrs. 
Camp, Brown and Campbell, who 
have filled rtemporary positions in 
the scho6Rjjhi£ing the absence of 
otherrn^mf^rs of the faculty, have 
accepted positions elsewhere. The 
athletics will be in charge of 
Messrs. Daly and Quinby, both of 
whom returned last spring from 
service abroad. The only new men 
added to the force are Mr. Herbert 
F. Fraser and Mr. Thomas P. Pitre. 
The latter is a recent graduate of 
Amherst College, and will serve as 
assistant in the Chemistry depart¬ 
ment. Mr. Fraser was a member

INTER-CLUB MEETS TO BE HELD 

At the track meeting last Tuesday 
evening Mr. Shepard outlined the 
track work for the fall and how it 
would bear on the work of the 
winter track squad. There are 
about 105 men out for track this 

fall and each club will have about 

% 

twenty-five on its track £eam. A 
very elaborate schedule of meets 
has been worked out, so that each 
man out for track, whether varsity 
or club, will have a chance to win a 
medal. In the club meets, the win¬ 
ners of the events will get silver 
medals; second place, bronze; third 
place, ribbons. Fourth place counts 
in points but does not merit a prize. 
Competition for club track men will 
be held each week on Fridays. 

The first meet will be on Wednes¬ 
day, September 30. The events 
will be 40-yard dash, 45-yard high 
hurdles, 80-yard low hurdles, and 
220-yard run for quarter-milers. 

On October 8th, there will be a 
handicap meet comprising six 
events: 300-yard run, 600-yard 
run, 60-yard dash, high jump, pole 
ivault, and broad jump. The next 
meet will be on October 15 and 16. 
The events will be: pole vault, shot- 
put, 80-yard dash, 100-yard low 
hurdles, 300-yard run, 660-yard 
run, and 1000-yard run for milers. 

On October 22 and 29, there will 
be the final club meets. For each 
event two men will be picked from 
the varsity and two men from each 
club. On_the standing of the men 
in these events wall depend greatly 
who gets on the winter track squad. 
As stated before, the winner of 
each event will get a silver medal; 
second, bronze medal; and third, a 
ribbon. The final meet of all will 
be the Pantathelon Meet which will 
be composed of five events. In 
this meet the “winners will get a 
gold medal, second place a silver 
one, third and forth places will also 
get bronze medals. The winner 
will be the person who gets the 
greatest number of points in the 
meet. It w r ilLbe held on two days. 
Three events will be run off on a 
Wednesday, and the remaining two 
on the following Saturday. The 
track season will close, the day 
before the Exet,er football game. 

All club track men are to report 
at 2.30 on the track, except on 
rainy days, when they are to report 
at the gym. The Romans are to 
report where the 100-yard dash 
starts, the Gauls where the 100- 
yard dash ends, the Saxons at the 
southeast corner of the track, and 
the Greeks at the northeast corner 
of the track. Cro^ country men 
report at 2.15. # i »

Building and Endowment Fund 
Campaign 

Andover is about to start a cam¬ 
paign for a Building and Endow¬ 
ment Fund of $1,500,000. One- 
third of this will be used for the 
erection of a new Main Building, 
which will contain a large auditor¬ 
ium and several modem recitation 
rooms. This building will probably 
be erected near the old running 
track, in the rear of the Churchill 
House, which will be moved, in 
order to secure a wide entrance. 
One million dollars will be used as a 
fund, the income of which can be 
devoted to the increase of teachers’ 
salaries. A dinner will be held in 
New York on Monday, September 
29, of all the class agents, and from 
that time on the campaign will go 
rapidly forward, closing about No¬ 
vember 22. It is hoped that any 
member of the school who has 
relatives who are likely to be inter¬ 
ested in this plan of raising money, 
will do his utmost to spread the 
news abroad, and to arouse enthu¬ 
siasm. This is an opportunity for 
Andover to establish itself, once for 
all, on a sound financial basis, and 
the movement therefore deserves 
the support of every Andover 
graduate. The Executive Secre¬ 
tary, to whom contributions and 
communications may be sent, is 
Claude M. Fuess, of the Academy 
teaching staff, who has headquar¬ 
ters at Andover. 


THREE “A” MEN BACK

WALKOUT -

Ill from exertion on his long 
tour for the Peace Treaty, Presi¬ 
dent Wilson yesterday canceled his 
remaining speaking dates and start¬ 
ed back toward Washington. 

According to his attending phy¬ 
sician, Mr. Wilson was suffering 
from “nervous exhaustion”, and 
would require a considerable period 
of rest. 

The President had planned to go 
to New York late next week, to 
welcome King Albert of Belgium. 
This plan, however,' has been vir¬ 
tually abandoned. 

Since leaving the capital, Sep¬ 
tember 3, he has delivered forty 
speeches on behalf of the treaty. 
His illness overtook him at Wi¬ 
chita, Kansas, after he had cov¬ 
ered more than four-fifths of the 
distance on his original 10,000- 
mile schedule. 

Mr. Wilson’s special train left 
Wichita shortly before noon yes¬ 
terday and, as it is to have a clear 
track all the way, is due to reach 
Washington early Sunday morning. 


Gompers Says Men’s Rights Denied 

Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
yesterday spent four hours in the 
witness stand, before the Senate 
Committee, which is investigating 
the steel strike. He vigorously 
backed up the statements made 
Thursday by John Fitzpatrick, 
chairman of the national commit¬ 
tee, in regard to the charges of 
brutality and unfairness now pre¬ 
vailing in the steel district. 

Mr. Gompers also stated that the 
present state of affairs is due, 
largely at least, to the influx of 
immigrants from Europe. These 
foreigners, he said, were brought 
into the country by the corpora¬ 
tions during the twenty-five years 
preceding the war. 

Gompers made it plain that a 
similar strike may soon be called 
in the Bethlehem-plant. 

He further stated that the strike 
was caused by the refusal to grant 
the steel workers their just rights. 


Strike Ties Up British Railroads 

The nation-wide railroad strike 
in England was called for midnight 
yesterday. Every line in England 
wall be affected by this action, and 
the government is preparing to re¬ 
place the trainmen with troops. 
All types of motor transportation 
will be pressed into service to trans¬ 
port food. 


Threatens to Blow Up Fiume 

Dr. Grossich, president of the 
national committee of Fiume, has 
said that the people of Fiume in¬ 
tended to be united to Italy, and 
that if refused they were prepared 
to blow up the port and destroy 
their houses, so that whoever en¬ 
tered as a master would find only 
ruins. *

election shall act as supervisors of 
the class managers in their respec¬ 
tive sport, the following season. 

Article vii 

Section L If a manager resign 
his position the assistant manager 
who lost the managership election 
shall become manager. 

Section 2 . If an asistant mana¬ 
ger resign his position, the man 
having the next highest number of 
votes on the assistant managership 
ballot shall become assistant man¬ 
ager. 

Section 3. In each case the names 
of the succeeding officer is subject to 
the approval of the Faculty and 
Advisory Board. 

Article viii 

The plan of awarding insignia 
(see plan on other page) as adopted 
by the Athletic Advisory Board of 
1914, shall remain unchanged, un¬ 
less a written recommendation be 


submitted to the Board. In such a 
case, such recommendation shall 
lie on the table for a period of one 
month, and if passed one year shall 
elapse before the change takes 
effect. 

Article ix 

In the election of captains of 
various teams, the manager shall 
vote only in the case of a tie. 

Article x 

No man or men shall be allowed 
to represent Phillips. Academy in 
an athletic countest without the 
sanction of the Advisory Board. 
Anyone violating this rule shall be 
debarred from representing the 
school in athletic contests.
